TEL AVIV (R) — Israeli leaders 
have postponed the expulsion of 
five more Palestinians, sources 
said Wednesday. 

They said the Israeli prime 
minister, Yitzhak Shamir , the * 
foreign minister, S himo n Peres, 
and the defence minister, Yitzhak 
Rabin, decided not to deport 
untO at least Sunday the five who 
are accused , of inciting violent 
.protests against Israeli occupa- 
tion last month. 

“Shamir, Peres and Rabin de- 
cided to postpone the deporta- 
tions beca>ise of the international 
reaction to what is happening in 
Israel and the territories and be- 
cause they might cause the riots 
to begin again and damage 
Israel’s image,” a source said. 

The inner cabinet met Wednes- 
day to decide when to expel 
Fnrayi Ahmad Khalfl Khayri, 
Mohamma d Abu Samara, Has- 
san Ghamm Mohammad Abu 
Shakra and Khalit Knku from the 
Gaza Strip after the four dropped 
appeals to the supreme court 
Tuesday in protest at being do- 
med access to secret evidence 
against them.

The Israeli army said it had 
placed 129 Palestinians in “admi- 
nistrative detention" without trial 
since the Palestinian uprising 
started in the occupied territories 
Dec. 9. 

The controversial practice, left 
over from the pre-1948 British 
mandate in Palestine, allows a 
suspect be jailed for up to six 
months without due process of 
law. 

An army spokesman said a 
further 1,753 Palestinians were 
still under arrest, including 577 
who have been sentenced to jail 
terms by military courts during 
the seven weeks of protests. 

The spokesman said 111 
Palestinians had been placed in 
“administrative detention” in the 
West Bank and 18 in the Gaza 
Strip during that period. 

It was the biggest wave of 
detentions for many years. 

Protests continue 

In Anabta on the northern 
outskirts of Jerusalem, a squad of 
police and border policemen 
armed with M-16 assault rifles 
and clubs fired tear-gas cannisters 
and rubber bullets into a crowd of 
demonstrating Arabs. 

They fired dozens of tear-gas

King receives message from Chirac, 
reviews Mideast events with Balladur

AMMAN — His Majesty King 
Hussein Wednesday received 
French Deputy Premier and 
Minister of Finance Eduard Bal- 
ladur for talks believed to have 
focused on the ongoing Palesti- 
nian uprising in the occupied 
West Bank and Gaza, the Iran- 
Iraq war and the situation in the 
Gulf. 

The Jordan News Agency, Pet- 
ra, said Balladur delivered to 
the King a message from French 


Prime Minister Jacques Chirac on 
“France's unwavering stand on 
Middle East issues and the Iran- 
Iraq war.” It gave no further 
details. 

Petra quoted the King as ex- 
pressing to the French minister 
Jordan's appreciation of Paris' 
position vis-a-vis the Arab-Israeli 
conflict and the Gulf war. The 
King said Jordan was keen to 
improve Jordanian-French rela- 
tions in all fields, Petra added. 

King Hussein described the 
Palestinian uprising in the occu- 
pied territories as a spontaneous 


result of continued Israeli milit- 
ary occupation and the depriva- 
tion of Palestinian people of its 
legitimate rights, Petra said. 

Jordan Television said the 
King’s talks with Balladur dealt 
with the latest developments in 
the Middle East, tiie Iran-Iraq 
war and means of boosting bi- 
lateral relations. 

The meeting was attended 
by Royal Court Chief Marwan AI 
Qasem, Minister of Finance Han- 
na Odeb. French Ambassador to

Israel faced world condemna- 
tion earlier this month when it 
expelled four Palestinians from 
the West Bank to southern Leba- 
non . 

TTie sources said it was likely 
the five facing deportation would 
also be dropped off just outside 
Israel’s self-declared “security 
zone” in southern Lebanon. 


UNITED NATIONS (R) — 
Jordan, speaking for all Arab 
states, called Wednesday for 
new efforts to convene an in- 
ternational peace conference 
on the Middle East, which 
Israel has again rejected. 

Abdullah Sal ah, the King- 
dom's permanent delegate to 
the U.N., said in the Security 
Cornual that the conference 
should make a settlement that 
would ensure Israel’s with- 
drawal from Arab lands occu- 
pied in the 1967 and 1973 wars, 
including Jerusalem. 

The Palestinians should be 
permitted to return to their 
homeland and be assured of 
tiie right to self-determination 
and the establishment of an 
independent state on their 
national territory, Salah said. 

He was the first speaker 
when the council resumed de- 
bate on the ongoing Palesti- 
nian uprising in the West Bank 
and Gaza, following a report 


last Friday by Secretary Gener- 
al Javier Perez de Cuellar that 
also called for an international 
peace conference. 

Perez de Cuellar said the 
underlying problem in the 
occupied territories could be 
resolved only through a politic- 
al settlement that responded 
both to the refusal of the 
Palestinians to accept a future 
under Israeli occupation and 
Israel's determination to en- 
sure its security and well being. 

In his statement in the coun- 
cil, convened to consider the 
report, Salah said a compre- 
hensive, just and lasting peace- 
ful settiement was a viable 
undertaking if there was a poli- 
tical will to achieve rt. 

“We have said in the past 
and we state once again here 
and now that we would like to 
see this settiement achieved,” 
Salah said. “Without such a 
settiement, the situation will 
continue to deteriorate and in- 


evitably one day reach a point 
of no return.” 

He said the world was stun- 
ned by the violence in the 
occupied territories because it 
had forgotten 20 years of 
Israeli occupation there. 

He endorsed the secretary 
general’s call for a concerted 
effort to obtain Israel’s accept- 
ance de jure (by right) of the 
applicability in the territories 
of the Fourth Geneva Conven- 
tion on the treatment of civi- 
lians in wartime. 

Alexander York von War- 
tenbarg. the West German de- 
legate, said Perez de Cuellar’s 
report should serve as a mas- 
terplan for future steps. A new 
impetus was needed to prom- 
ote an effective negotiating 
process in the Middle Bast, 
Von York said. 

Those who had expressed 
their readiness for a political 
solution now should be taken 
at their word, Von York said.

WASHINGTON (Agendes) — Two Palestinian leaden from the 
Israeti-occnpfod West Bank and Gaza Strip called on the U.S. 
administration Wednesday to sopport an international peacekeeping 
force to protect Palestinians in the occupied territories from Israeli 
troops. 

In a letter released while they were meeting U.S. Secretary of State 
George Sfanlfz at the State Department, Jerusalem newspaper editor 
Hanna Simon and Gaza lawyer Fayez Abu Rahme said: “Our people 
are in urgent need for wimw«ai» international protection from the 
brutality of Israel’s military authorities.” 

The letter said intervention in the occupied territories by an 
international force “to whose trusteeship oar papulation can be 
delivered” should be a first step towards convening an international 
peace conference under United Nations auspices. A copy of the letter 
was made available to the Jordan Times. 

The letter was signed by Stolon and Abu Rahme and addressed to 
Shultz.

WASHINGTON (Agencies) — 
Egyptian President Hosni Mubar- 
ak briefed Secretary of State 
George Shultz Wednesday on a 
plan to end violence in the Israeli- 
occupied West Bank and Gaza as 
the United States appeared to put 
fresh force into its regional peace 
efforts. 

Mubarak, whose initiative calls 
for a six-month moratorium on 
violence by both Palestinians and 
Israelis in the West Bank and 
Gaza, also met Defence Secret- 
ary Frank Carlucri. He meets 
President Ronald Reagan 
Thursday. 

Mubarak met first with Shultz : 
and then talked with Cariucd, 
Agriculture Secretary Richard 
Lyng and Treasury Secretary 
James Baker. 

“We had a very worthwhile 
discussion, and that’s about all I 
can say at this time,” Shultz said ; 
after toe 65-minute meeting with 1 
the Egyptian leader. 

State Department officials are 
reluctant to describe Mubarak’s 
latest Mideast initiative as a 
peace plan. They seem intrigued 
mostly by his suggestion for a 
moratorium on violence. 

“Until violence is brought to an 
end, people won’t be in a state of 
mind to negotiate,” a senior U.S. 
official said Tuesday before 
Mubarak arrived on a flight from 
London. 

The Reagan administration has 
also sought Israeli views on the 
uprising and prospects for Middle 
East peace by playing host this 
week to a senior envoy of the 
Israeli prime minister, Yitzhak 
Shamir, Elfrkim Rubinstein. 

One U.S. official said Rubin- 
stein met Tuesday. with Shultz's 
aide Charles Hill.

Another German kidnapped in Beirut P urt ; h “ 


BEIRUT (Agencies) — Gunmen, some of them 
donning Lebanese police uniforms, kidnapped a 
West German in one of the busiest districts of 
Syrian-controlled west Beirut Wednesday, police 
said. 


The victim was identified by 

K ilice, and relatives as Ralph 
udotf Schray, 30, who works for 
a local chemical firm and has 
lived most of his life in Lebanon. 

A police spokesman earlier 
said the victim was identified to 
the Police Department as Ralph 
Strauss, but later issued a state- 
ment correcting the identifica- 
tion. 

Relatives denied Beirut radio 
reports that Schray was of a 
Lebanese origin. 

“He was born in Beirut in 1957 
to a West German father and a 
Palestinian mother and had been 
registered since birth as a West 
German/' one relative said. He 
spoke on condition of anonymity. 

The police spokesman, who 
cannot be named in line with 
standing regulations, said the 
gunmen snatched Schray as he 
walked across a sidestreet off 
west Beirut's Hamra commercial 
thoroughfare at 11:05 a.m.(09QS 
GMT). 

The West German embassy 
could not be immediately reached 
by telephone because of a power 
outrage gripping the capital. 


The assailants were in three 
cars and “some of them wore 
police uniforms," the police 
spokesman said. 

He said they “pushed Schray 
into one of their cars at gunpoint 
and sped off.” 

But Khalil Deeb, a 36-year-old 
Syrian janitor of a nearby apart- 
ment building, said only two cars 
were involved, a black Mercedes- 
Benz and a red Renault. 

“Five gunmen came oat of the 
two can, grabbed the blonde 
bespectacled victim and pushed 
him into the Mercedes. He repe- 
atedly screamed through the win- 
dow and the kidnappers kept 
pushing his head down.” 

Another gunman, wielding a 
pistol in one hand and a Sonet- 
made AK-47 Kalashnikov assault 
rifle in the other, ran in front of 
the two cars shouting at motorists 
to make way, Deeb said. 

“A traffic policeman tried to 
stop the kidnappers, but the gun- 
man on foot pointed the Kalash- 
nikov to his stomach and then 
climbed into the Mercedes which 


Another witness said the kid- 
nappers beaded toward* west 
Beirut’s low-income Zokak Blatt 
district which is a stronghold for 
the Iranian-backed Hezbollah, or 
Party of God, militant faction. 

Hezbollah, made up of Shi’ite 


Muslim extremists loyal to Iran's 
lollab Khomeini, is 


sped away followed by the Re- 
nault," Deeb added. 


Ayatollah Ruhollah 
believed to be an umbrella for 
Iranian-backed underground fac- 
tions involved in the Kidnapping 
of foreigners in Lebanon. 

“As the cars slowed down in a 
street near the Syrian-manned 
Murr Tower skyscraper, the vic- 
tim managed to jump out of the 
Mercedes," said the witness who 
refused to be named. 

“But a gunman followed him 
and forced him back into the car 
that raced off before the Syrians 
could make any move/’ be 
added. 

The kidnapping is a direct chal- 
lenge to Syria's law-enforcing 
effort in west Beirut which has 
been policed by a 7,500-strong 
Syrian army contingent since 
Feb. 22. 

West German Foreign Minister 
Hans-Dietrich Genscher visited 
Damascus Jan. 15-16 and discus- 
sed with Syrian President Hafez 
Assad among other issues the fate 
of West German hostage Rudolf 
Cordes still held in Lebanon. Mr. 
Genscher said he had asked the 
Syrians for help in efforts to 


secure his release. 

The victim is the second fore- 
igner kidnapped near Syrian 
army checkpoints since the 
February deployment. The first 
was American journalist Charles 
Glass who was snatched on 
Beirut's southern edge last June 
17. He gained freedom Aug. 18. 


Hamadi refused to testify 


In Duesseldorf, the judge in 
the West German trial of Abbas 
Ali Hamadi said the new abduc- 
tion would complicate proceed- 
ings. 

Judge Klaus Arend read a 
statement in court saying- that if 
Wednesday's kidnap bad been 
carried out by people linked to 
the abductors of Schmidt and 
Cordes, “things could get difficult 
and the opposite of what bad 
been possible could now occur." 

Arend did not elaborate. West 
German officials had earlier dis- 
cussed the possibility of expelling 
the two brothers from West Ger- 
many once they were sentenced. 

Earlier Wednesday, Mohamed 
Ali Hamadi was flown to the 
court in a police helicopter from 
the Frankfurt prison where he is 
awaiting trial. But he refused to 
testify and was led out of the 
top-security court after 30 mi- 
nutes. 


Court told RJ hijack 
suspect advised of rights 


WASHINGTON (AP) — An ac- 
cused Lebanese hijacker was for- 
mally advised of his rights prior to 


four days of interrogation by FBI 
agents aboard a U.S. Navy 


ammunition vessel, a witness told 
a federal court Tuesday. 

Two FBI agents informed 
Fawaz Younis of his rights 
according to U.S. law after he 
was arrested aboard an FBI- 
rented yacht off the coast of 
Cyprus, transferred to the USS 
Butte and examined by a physi- 
cian, court testimony disclosed. 

Younis, a former Shi'ite mili- 
tiaman charged with ;

in the 1985 hijacking of a Royal 
Jordanian airliner, was persuaded

to board the yacht on Sept. 13, 
1987, by Jamal Hamdan, a friend 
who promised he could meet an 
influential Beirut businessman.

bic, told a U.S. district court here 
that he greeted Younis as he 


boarded the boat and later ex- 
plained why he was arrested as 
the accused hijacker was lying 
face down on the ship’s deck. 

Defence lawyer Francis D. 
Carter, in court papers, charged 
that two FBI agents deliberately 
slammed Younis to the deck, 
breaking his wrists. Droujinsky 
said he was walking behind 
Younis, Hamdan and other FBI 
agents and was unable to see how 
the defendant was treated during 
the arrest. 

After the transfer to the ord- 
nance ship and an examination by 
Dr. Clarence H. Braddock HI, 
Droujinsky and special agent 
Thomas P. Hansen informed 
Younis of his rights. The defen- 
dant was also given a written 
Arabic version that he later 
signed. 

Carter questioned Droujinsky, 
48, who moved to the United 
States from the Middle East in 
1959, about his familiarity with

U.N. report cites new 
torture cases in Iran 


GENEVA (AP) — A U.N. re- 
port has cited allegations of more 
than 14,000 killings by Iranian 
government agents in 1981-87, 
Including 2,000 newly discovered 
cases, and evidence of continuing 
torture in the Islamic state’s 


prisons. 

But in the fourth annual report 
on Iran to the U.N. Human 
Rights Commission, special in- 
vestigator Reynaldo Galindo 


Pohl of El Salvador also acknow- 
ledged the special “social le^l 
ana historic role of religion” in 
the Islamic state as a main reason 
for its “difficulties" in applying 
international human rights stan- 
dards. 

Galindo said he asked Iran to 
provide information on 60 alleged 
cases of executions and torture to 
death in the last two years, but 
received no detailed replies.

300 Arabs hospitalised after 
mdiscruninate Israeli beatings 


TEL AVIV (Agencies) — At 
least 300 Palestinians have been 
hospitalised for injuries inflicted 
by beatings at the hands of Israeli 
troops trying to crush peven 
weeks of revolt in cammed areas, 
Israel state radio said 
Wednesday. . 

It quoted mflitaiy sources as 
saying the figure included Palesti- 


nians treated in local hospitals 
in tbe West 


under Israeli control u 
Bank and Gaza Strip, but not 
those treated in health centres 
ran by the United Nations Relief 
and Works Agency for Palestine 
Refugees (UNRWA). 

U.N. officials have said they 
treated for fractured limbs ana 
other injuries some 120 Palesti- 
nians beaten by soldiers carrying 
out Defence Minister Yitzhak 
Rabin's policy of “might, force 
and beatings. 1 

Rabin has been assailed by 
Israeli left-wing legislators, in- 
cluding members of his own 
Labour Party, and by several 
European countries, the United 
States and American Jewish lead- 
ers over his “iron fist” policy to 
crush the unrest. 

Israeli troops killed 39 Palesti- 
nian demonstrators and wounded 
some 300 by gunfire since the 
protests against Israeli occupa- 
tion began on Dec. 9, and Rabin 
said he was instituting the policy

Canadian doctor bids farewell to Shatila 


BEIRUT (R) — Canadian doctor 
Chris Giannou bade an emotional 
farewell Wednesday to Beirut’s 
Shatila refugee camp where he 
treated hundreds of Palestinians 
during their tinee-year “camps 
war" against the Amal militia. 

“I am leaving the camp but I 
cannot express my feelings. You 
should continue the path that 
your brothers in tbe occupied ter- 
ritories have started," Giannou 
told camp residents in a reference 
to tbe anti-Israeli uprising in the 
West Bank and Gaza Strip. 

“I am going to Canada for a 
rest and to inform tbe .Western 
public of what has- happened in 
Shatila,” he said. 

A 65-year-old woman hugged 


the doctor and fold him: “You 
were the most faithful to us... 
after you go we will die.'’ 

Giannou, 38, directed Shatila 
hospital for the Red Crescent 
Society daring the fighting be- 
tween Palestinian fighters and 
Amal militia in which at least 
2,500 people were killed. 

For much of the three years of 
fighting Amal maintained a siege 
on Shatila, home to 3,500 Palesti- 
nians, and two other refugee 
camps. It lifted the blockade last 
week* 

“All doctors have defence 
-mechanism taface death and yet-

la the situation was different be- 
cause I knew everybody,” Gian- 


nou said. • - 

‘Those who .died were all my 
friends... I wept a lot for those.wje

Giannou said he would writer 
book about war and field 
in tbe Third World based on 
experience at Shatila, whose hos- 
pital consists of a small under- 
ground operating theatre, four 
wards, a pharmacy, a clinic and 
an X-ray room. - 

“We have lived in an abnormal 
situation and we have adapted 
ourselves to that," Giannou said. 

Other staff at the hospital now 
- include two- foreign doctors — 
from India and China — five 
Palestinian doctors and a Myalay- 
sian nurse.

LONDON (Petra) — Minister of 
Health Zaid Hai&zeh Wednesday 
said that Jordan was virtually free 
from AIDS (Acquired Immune 
Deficiency Syndrome) due to his- 
' toxica] and social reasons, with 
■ the exception of the few cases 
which were reported to the World 
Health Organisation (WHO). 

Speaking at the international 
' coherence on AIDS which began 
here Tuesday, Haxnzeh said that 
, only 10 AIDS cases were re- 
ported in Jordan, three of which 
were due to sexual contact and 

. drug USe, while the re maining 

seven victims contracted the 
AIDS vims through blood trans- 


fusion during operations per- 
formed abroad. 

Jordan does not import blood 
nor does it allow the entry of 
blood plasma from abroad unless 
it is properly tested to ensure that 
it does not contain the virus, the 
health minister stressed. 

According to Hamzeh, there 
are over 150.000 non-Jordanians 
working in Jordan, in addition to 
half a milli on Jordanians wor king 
abroad thus making Jordan sub- 
ject to the appearance of more 
AIDS cases. 

Hamzeh said that Jordan had 


for tbe past two years taken 
special measures to prevent tbe 
spread of AIDS, Including testing 
blood in blood bank and promot- 
ing public awareness of the dis- 
ease through health education 
campaigns. 

The three -day conference has 
been organised by the British 
government in cooperation with 
the WHO with the main objective 
of developing a worldwide 
strategy for preventing the spread 
of the AIDS. Health ministers 
from 130 different countries are 
attending tins conference, which 
is the first world summit on the 
killer disease.

.THE HEALING properties of the 
; abundant thermal waters in Jor- 
Jdan have been recognised 
• thousands' of years. All along the 
I eastern slope of the Jordan val- 
‘ley about 150 thermal springs 
; emerge, with temperatures rang- 
ling from 24 up to 64 degrees 
[Centigrade, according to Dir- 
;ector of tbe Water Research 
* and Study Centre (WRSC) of the 
I University of Jordan Elias 
[Salameh. Sixty of these hot 
•springs are concentrated in the 
j valley of Zarqa Ma’in, about 30 
t kilometres west of Madaba, and 
[ over 40 more in doseby Wadi Um 
[Hudeib (Zara). 

; This is also the area where Lot 
land his two daughters were said 
:to have settled after his wife was 
[turned into a salt statue because 
;she looked back at the destroyed 
'cities of Sodom and Gomonta. 

\ In the Roman period, King 
[Herodes was said to have enjoyed 
•the healing qualities of the ther- 
-mal springs of Zarqa Ma’in. And 
-in tins century, the late King' 
lAbdullafa had a thermal pom 
[built for himself on a beautiful 
-site above the small mosque with 
-the magnificent view of the Dead 
ISea and die Jordan- Valley. 

[ The scenery of Zarqa Ma’in 
[itself is breathtaking, with tbe 
•sides of the narrow valley rising 
^steeply on both sides. Wherever 
[one of the numerous hot streams 
[has cut its way deeply into the 
[valley sides, abundant tropical 
-vegetation grows amidst tbe bare 
Irodks. 

1 Most impressive is the large 
[waterfall do minating the valley. 
[The hot water descends for nearly 
•30 metres, joins tbe main Stream 
which flows down about 500 
•taetres and then empties into the 
[Dead Sea. When it arrives « tbe 
[bottom, the water’s temperature 
: is still about 30 degree Centig- 
rade. 

Most of the Zarqa Ma’in 
s reach temperatures of up 
. to 63 degree Centigrade. Their 
inineral content includes sul- 
phur, iron, carbon dioxide and 
iodine, as well as many trace 
elements and a certain degree of 
radioactivity. These elements, 
together. with the high tempera- 
ture, render die water a curative 
-agent ,for many ailments. The 
high sulphur content, in particu- 
lar, produces a very distinct smell 
that seems to be present every- 
where in tye valley. 

Accordmg to a study on the 
c urati v e effects of all thermal 
waters in Jordan ty die WRSC, * 
the aflmeuts and body functions 
positively affected includes: 


arthritis, central .and peripheral 
circulation, muscle contractions, 
gland secretion, immuni ty, pains, 
respiratory tract infections, 
rheumatism and skin diseases. 
Almost all thermal waters in Jor- 
dan are more suited to external 
than to internal use due to their- 
high sulphuric contents and the 
radioactivity factor, the study 
says. 

Tbe Zarqa Ma’in site was long 
considered an ideal place for a 
hotel and spa complex and con- 
struction on the project started in 
. 1983, according to its general 
manager, Michel Nazzal. Be- 
tween 1984 and 1986, the con- 
struction came to a halt because 
of financing difficulties. But in 
1987, work was resumed, and the 
complex is now almost complete. 
Nazzal put tbe project's total cost 
at JD 14 million, including a JD 2.5 
million loan from the Belgian 
government The construction 
was carried out by a contractor 
from Dubai wbo employed 600 
Indian workers. 

However, a minimum of sixty 
per cent of the staff to run the 
hotel and restaurant, and the 
medical and treatment sections of 
the spa complex will be Jorda- 
nian, in compliance with govern- 


ment regulations. The remaining 
personnel wfll be recruited from 
tbe region as. for as possible, 
Nazzal pointed out. 

The spa facilities, with tbe ex- 
ception of the hotel, have already 
been open to tbe public for tbe 
last few months. The official 
opening of the complex wfll take 
place in early 1988. 

The complex consists of a hotel 
with 142 rooms, 55 double rooms 
in a chalet, a number of caravans, 
a poolside restaurant and a small 
supermarket. There is a beautiful 
conventional swimming pool with 
large recreational area, and a 
thermal and medical section with 
two hot water pools (one for 
females and one for males), 
which are already in use. 

The hotel itself forms a com- 
pletely independent unit with its 
own swimming pool, restaurants, 
thermal pools and medical sec- 
tion. Nazzal said that this concept 
of two separate units within the 
spa is based on the assumption 
that local visitors and tourists 
from abroad, particularly tbe 
West European countries, should 
not be forced to use the same 
facilities, bearing in mind the 
different cultural and social 
values of the two groups.

It said two firebombs were 
thrown at an Israeli military vehi- 
cle in the Jahalya refugee camp, 
which is under curfew. 


In Gaza, * soldiers beat and 
kicked cameramen working for 
the American television network 
CBS and broke their equipment 
after they filmed troops hitting a 
Palestinian boy, cameraman 
Moshe Ben-Dor said. 

Elsewhere, soldiers forced 
striking shopkeepers to open 
their stores and smashed Arab 
cars in Ramallah, Palestinian 
sources said. There was also a 
complete commercial strike in 
Arab Jerusalem. 

The Israeli army ordered two 
Gaza journalists to close their 
offices for a year, military and 
Palestinian sources said. Tbe 
offices of journalist Hasan Al 
Wahidi, who works for the Al 
Fajt daily, and Ahmad Abu 
Lashin, a freelancer, were dosed 
for “security reasons,” a military 
spokesman said.

— Carrying out a formal inquiry into the behaviour of soldiers and 
settlers in the West Bank and Gaza, as well as inside jails and 
detention camps, and taking due punitive measures against all those 
convicted of having unduly caused death or bodfly harm to unarmed 
cm&ans. 

— A cessation of ati settlement activity and land confiscation and the 
release of lands already coidSscated especially in tbe Gaza Strip. Abo 
putting an end to the harassment and provocations of the Arab 
population by settlers in the West Bank and Gaza as well as in the Old 
City of Jerusalem. In particular, the cnrtaOment of the provocative 
activities in the Old City of Jerusalem by Arid Sharon and tbe 
ultraretigioiis settlers of Shorn Banim and Ateret Kohanim. 

— Refraining from any act which might impinge on the Muslim and 
Christian holy sites or which might introduce changes to tbe status quo 
in Jerusalem. 

— The cancellation of the value added tax (V.A.T.) and all other 
direct Israeli taxes which are imposed mi Palestinian residents in 
Jerusalem, the rest of fire West Bank and in Gaza; and putting an end 
to tbe harassment caused to Palestinian business and tradesmen. 

— The c ancellation of all restrictions on political freedoms including 
restrictions on freedom of assembly and association; also making 
provbnas for free municipal elections under the supervision of a 
neutral authority.

HAR- 
ZA’s work included assessing all 
water resources of the river, esti- 
mating the quantity of water from 
winter rains for storage behind 
the dam. studying possible de- 
signs for the dam to determine 
which would be the most feasible 
economically and technically; 
evaluating by potential donore: 
and preparing designs, tender 
documents and prequalifications 
for international companies. 


Second phase of Maan 
water project underway 


MAAN (Petra) — The Water 
Authority of Jordan (WAJ) has 
begun the second phase of a 
project in Maan costing JD 
340.0 00. 

Supervisor of the project Ham- 
mad Khreisba said the second 
phase entails substituting 19 
kilometres of the old water net- 
work with new’ pipes and laying 
400 metres of pipe to draw water 
from Tahouna water springs. The 
project also includes budding a 
4,500 cubic metre-capacity water 


tank at a cost of JD 10.000, which 
will be completed by June 1988. 

Khreisha said that in the past 
year WAJ completed 95 per cent 
of the first phase of the project 
which entailed laying 27 
kilometres of pipe. The whole 
project, he said, is expected to be 
completed by August I9SS a: a 
total cost of JD 3 million. 

The project will benefit 25,000 
inhabitants, constituting nearly 
85 per cent of the Maan popula- 
tion, according to Khreisha. 


TCC to float tenders 
for expansion projects 


AMMAN (J.T.) — The Telecom- 
munications Corporation (TCC) 
will next month float tenders for 
projects included in its five-year 
plan. Minister of Transport and 
Telecommunications Khaled Al 
Haj Hassan announced 
Wednesday. 

The minister said that the pro- 
jects will add 220,000 more-line to 
tbe Kingdom's telephone net- 
work at a cost of JD 100 million. 

Haj Hassan said that on Feb. 4 
the TCC would announce two 
tenders for the execution of 
phases of these projects. The first 
tender, worth JD 24 million, is 
for procuring heavy equipment 
required for distribution grids, 
while the second, worth JD 33 


million, will be for excavation 
and civil works. 

The minister said that the two 
tenders would be floated in the 
international market, but the 
TCC has stipulated that some of 
the raw materials required in the 
first tender be purchased from 
the local market. He said that the 
second tehder required the inter- 
national company to award 50 per 
cent of its share to Jordanian 
contractors who should work as 
sub-contractors. 

Later next month, Haj Hassan 
noted, the TCC will announce 
two more tenders for the procure- 
ment and installation of electro- 
nic telephone exchanges.

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U.S. should look in its 
own backyard 


WASHINGTON was the scene of a flurry of Middle East- 
related diplomatic activity this week, crowned by the meeting 
today between President Ronald Reagan and Egyptian Presi- 
dent Hosni Mubarak. While It is too early to say what could 
come ont of the meetings the Egyptian president had with the 
American leaders, including the secretaries of state, defence 
and the treasury, the Reagan administration appeared to have 
given a new force to Middle East diplomacy fay meeting two 
leading Palestinians from the West Bank and Gaza. Notwith- 
standing the possibility that the meeting Secretary of State 
George Shultz had with Hanna Siniora and Faez Abu Kahme 
was aimed at displaying some kind of momentum in peace 
efforts, it is dear that the secretary of state could, in fact, 
arrive at a dearer picture of what is happening in the occupied 
territories and its Car-reaching implications. Coupled with 
what Mnbarak had to offer in the way of his proposal for a 
six-month moratorium on violence and a freeze in Israeli 
settlement in the West Bank and Gaza, and the “briefing” that 
Israeli Prime Minister Yitzhak Shamir’s envoy, Eliakhn 
Rubinstein, gave to State Department officials Tuesday, 
Washington does not have to look further to find where the 
problem lies; it is right in its own backyard. 

The stand that the II-S. administration has adopted towards 
the proposal for an international conference on the Middle East 
is no longer ambiguous; Shultz made it dear that Washington 
has no intention, at this point in time, to accept the proposal 
when he kept a pointed silence in response to the Soviet call for 
a Security Council initiative to pave the way for the conference, 
and reportedly instructed his delegate at the U.N. to reject the 
call. 

Thus, it remains a mystery what the U.S. plans to do, having 
already said that it does not consider Mubarak’s proposal as a 
peace plan. It would be wishful thinking to hope for American 
pressure on S hamir to drop his objections to an international 
conference. If anything, Rubinstein is in Washington not only 
.to reaffirm Shamir's rejection of the conference, but also to 
convey die Likud leader's opposition to the Mubarak proposal. 

So, the logical candidate few American pressure is the Arabs. 
But it wonld be one of the Reagan administration’s gravest 
mistakes if it sought to convince the Arabs to accept whatever 
S hamir has in mind for the Palesti nian lan d and people. 
Enough is enough; we have had more than our share of 
procrastination (Torn Washington, and it is time the American 
leadership accepted the reality that if pressure is to be applied 
it should be on Israel, which undaunted by the international 
outcry over its oppression of the Palestinian people, appears to 
be trying to rewrite the history of state-sponsored brutality 
against a people.

AI Ra Y: Reaffirmation of strong ties 


KING Hussein's talks with Iraqi President Saddam Hussein in 
Baghdad was a renewed reaffirmation of the strong ties between our 
two countries. These exemplary ties have been strengthened over the 
years as the leaders of Iraq and Jordan are keen on building up a solid 
front and maintaining their coordination in the face of common 
dangers and challenges. The two leaders reviewed the development 
in the Gulf conflict and the situation in the occupied Arab tenrtory, 
and they exchanged views about joint action in confronting these 
dangers.

ADC blasts CBS movie Terrorist On Trial’ 


THE American- Arab Anti-Dis- 
crimination Committee 
has issued a strong protest to < 
Vice-President/Programme Prac- 
tices George Dessart concerning 
the content of “Terrorist on 
Trial: The United States vs. Salim 
Ajami,” first broadcasted Sun- 
day, Jan. 10, at 8.00 p.m. The 
film is a fictitious account of the 
capture and trial of a Palestinian 
charged with conspiracy to mur- 
der American civilians in Spain. 

“It is our contention that the 
George Englund production, 
which purports to be about die 
American system of justice, 
makes its point at the expense of 
Palestinians and Arabs in gener- 
al. Terrorist On Trial’ defames 
and scapegoats an entire ethnic 
group in the name of entertain- 
ment,” an ADC official said last 
week. This point is underscored 
by the complete absence of any 
positive Arab character of any 
significance to offset the evil 
Ajami. Nowhere in this film is a 
more moderate case made for the 
legitimacy ofPal^tini^^gims to 
‘the -right -of m|f^t£iipmatibn . 
As has been the case for decades, 
the creators of “Terrorist On 
Trial" have failed to apply the 
widely accepted industry stan- 
dard of balance to members of 
our e thnic group. 

To the oontrary, ‘Terrorist On 
Trial'’ will make Americans fear- 
ful of Palestinians and suspicious 
of all Arabs. Palestinian students 
in the U.S. often do participate in 
rallies to support Palestinian 
nationalism and to protest Israeli 
human rights violations but they 
have never been known to rally in 


support of terrorism as depjeted 
in George 


Englund 's film. Nor 
would the League of Arab States 
show any interest in the welfare 
of an accnsed terrorist. To sug- 
gest otherwise is to engage .in 
slanderous innuendo and guilt by 
association that paints all Arabs 
with the same brushstroke of 
defamation.

Cautious optimism on Turco-Greekties

ANKARA — Ten months after 
war drums echoed across the Ae- 
gean Sea, the prime ministers of 
Turkey and Greece are to meet in 
Switzerland for talks likely to 
determine the future course of 
ties between their countries. 

“I am expecting the start of a 
sincere and good-willed dialogue. 
I would hope that with patient 
follow-up after this meeting... we 
can achieve some results,” Tur- 
key's Turgut Ozal said of his 
meeting this weekend with 
Andreas Papandreou. 

Papandreou has said the talks, 
during an economic seminar in 
Davos on January 30-31. could 
lead to a change in ties. “An 
effort for warming relations can 
be foreseen,” he said. 

Both sides are showing great 
caution, born of deep-rooted lack 
of trust, over hard bargaining 
likely to follow the talks.

THE EGYPTIAN site of Kar- 
nak, dedicated to the god Amiin, 
forms the greatest group of tem- 
' es ever built on the banks of the 
file. In 1967, die Antiquities 
organisation at the Egyptian 
Ministry of Culture, together 
with two French bodies, the 
National Scientific Research Cen- 
tre (CNRS) and the Cultural Re- 
lations Department at the Minis- 
try of Foreign Affairs, decided to 
create a Fran co-Egyptian Centre 
in Karnak. This centre, which 
was . a further element in the 
already long collaboration be- 
tween the two countries, was 
created for the purpose of “pur- 
suing the archaeological study of 
the site, scientifically searching 
for the origin of the dirintegration 
of materials, and developing res- 
toration processes adapted to the 
various kinds of degradation. The 
aim of this research is notably to 
enable consolidation and restora- 
tion work to be carried out.” 
For 20 years. French and Egyp- 
tian researchers have thus been 
working side by side in this presti- 
gious place, with its great accu- 
mulation of temples, chapels, 
pylons obelisks, and whose most 
impressive element is the great 
hypos tyle hall 300 metres by 130. 


The exhibition recently held in 
Paris at the Luxembourg 
Museum and called “The Buil- 
ders of Karnak: From the Phar- 
aohs to today” was organised to 
celebrate the 20th anniversary of 
this centre--!,: 1 : V i . 

The origins of Karnakaie ivery 
ancient. Building first began at 
least as far back as Sesostris 1st 
who ruled over Egypt at the end 
of the 20th century B.C. For 
2,000 years, the pharaohs who 
succeeded him went on beautify- 
ing, enlarging, and destroying 
earlier buildings. Each sovereign 
had to build in honour of his 
“divine father” Amun. In ex- 
change, the god was supposed to 
confer life, stability and strength 
on his “eldest son.” So buddings 
were barely finished, before they 
were demolished to make space 
for new creations. However, each 
of the stones previously used was 
considered sacred, so, far from 
being destroyed, it was reused 
and incorporated in the new. 
buddings. 

This shows the complexity of 
the work of archaeologists today. 
The scattered blocks have to be 
inventoried and the way they 
used to fit together has to be 
found. The work of this enor- 
mous jigsaw-puzzle has been re- 
volutionised by the arrival of the 


computer, which is now a new 
and indispensable tool fix the 
egyptologist. Thanks to compu- 
ter-assisted design (C.A.D.), it is 
possible to recreate (In tins case 
thanks to tbe French electricity 
company EDF) certain frescoes, 

1 or to index and showt&e different 
buddings constructed at Karnak 
at different periods, in the form 
of three-dimensional pictures 
from, all possible angles. 

Among the top specialists in 
this vast temple are the Egyptians 
El Sayed Hegazi, Abd El Hamid 
Maarouf and Farag Abd El Mot- 
leb, as well as the Frenchmen 
Jean-Qaude Golvin and Jean- 
Gaude Goyon, who recently 
wrote a book called ‘The Bun- 
ders of Karnak” (Les Batisseurs 
de Karnak), published by tbe 
Presses CNRS. This book pre- 
sents the different buddings and 
their determining religious 
dimension. It describes he res- 
toration processes used to fight 
the "leprosy” of he stone, before 
going on to tbe techniques used 
by the architects of Ancient 
Egypt. These had to be particu- 
larly developed, as chan 
crowds of workers had to 
stone lintels, weighing several 
dozen tons, at the tops of col- 
umns oyer twenty metres high — 
L’actualite en France. 


% World greenhouse is too hot 
and too dirty, crops are in peril

LONDON — The global green- 
house is too hot and too dirty and 
this may imperil mankind's future 
food supply, a new independent 
study says. 

The hope, adds the 1988 world 
commodity outlook from the 
London-based Economist Intelli- 
gence Unit (EIU), is that science 
can come up with radical new 
ideas to maintain bumper har- 
vests despite abrupt changes in 
the weather likely to be caused by 
llution — the so-called “green- 
ouse” effect. 

“Gcarly, we are entering an 
age of huge uncertainty, since we 
are creating conditions unpre- 
cedented throughout man's brief 
existence oo this planet.” said the 
EIU, part of the Economist 
group which includes the Eco- 
nomist weeklv-

itself with pointing out how these 
surphites are at the mercy of 
climate, arguing that worse-than- 
expected weather which hit 
northern hemisphere grain, and 
Asian .rice crops in 1987 were a 
timely -reminder. j.

“It could be unwise,” the re- 
port went on, “to dismiss tbe 
setbacks of 1987 as the result of 
one season's aberrantly unfavour- 
able weather. 

“Although -there is far from 
being a scientific consensus on 
the subject, we must entertain the 
possibility that lone-term changes 
m the worid's climate are in 
hand.” 

The release of carbon dioxide 
by burning fossil fuels has 
wanned the atmosphere, and 
pollution has dirtied it, making 
for uncertain weather pattens. 
The discovery of a hole in the 
ozone layer over the Antarctic 
also spelt unstable weather. 

In the northern hemisphere, 
the EIU said, fanning may not be 
faced with SO years or a century in 
which to adapt to change, by 
abandoning some crops, substi- 
tuting others -and devising new 
strains. 

“More probably, it will have to 

X rate in an environment that 
is confusing indications of 
.what long-term adaption is neces- 
sary, in which bountiful yields in 
one year are followed by disaster 
in another.” 

“It should provide commodity 
traders with the active markets 
they thrive on, but it will be not 
much fun for farmers,” it added. 


The answer lay with science. 

“It remains reasonable to hope 
that scientific advance will be. 
adequate to ensure in the short 
term that yields go on rising in 
years when weather is favourable 
and in die longer term that agri- 
culture is able to adapt globally to 
permanent changes in the cli- 
mate,” the report said- 

It added it would be helpful if 
North America and Western 
Europe, which are now able to 
produce far more food than they 
can eat or sell, could distribute 
their surpluses more widely. 

But the developing worid's ru- 
ral poor have to grow food be- 
cause they have no money with 
which to buy it. 

The EIU was further con- 
cerned that science can itself risk 
long-term damage. Industrial na- 
tions relied too heavily on che- 
mical inputs of fertiliser, pestid- 
dies and herbiddes which are 
ecologically damaging, while the 
“green revolution"’ in rioe pro- 
duction was based on increased 
use of fertiliser. 

The EIU said it was therefore 
necessary to raise yields by biolo- 
gical rather than chemical means, 
and that genetic engineering — 
the transference of inherited 
characteristics — held grounds 
forjjptimism. 

“There is sorely enough news 
promising increased productive 
capadty fix us to journey into an 
unknown climate with a view of 
the future some way this side of 
despair,” the report said.

Empty lots 


ONE of the great achievements of the Municipality of Greater 
Amman was the fearing, in the past two years or so, of most of the 
empty lots in the city. 

Empty lots are most or tbe time, not only dirty, but foil with piles 
of rubbish. Rubbish and dirt overflowing from tfo™ damage 
asphalted roads. 

When It rains, stones and mud from these vacant spaces poor 
into the streets, causing a mess on the roads. While that problem 
has been eased within the limits of the city of Amman, it has not 
been the case in the suburbs. In SweiGeh, Tlaa AJ All, Bayader 
Wadi AJ Seer, and many other parts of Greater Amman this 
problem still persists. 

As the suburbs are now part of Greater Amman, owners of 
empty lots, must be asked to fence their lands in order to protect 
the roads. The municipality itself could do tbe job and then levy tbe 
cost from the owners. 

Heavy rain and storms have transformed most of the roads in 
these areas Into muddy places with small lakes scattered here and 
there. Bearing in mind that asphalted streets are rare jewels in tbe 
suburbs, and that more empty Jots are there thaw in Amman, 
where buildings cover most of the land, one realises how urgent ft 
b for the municipality to take action. 

Since residents in suburbs have waited for a long time to have 
tbdr roads asphalted it will be a pity that they would not enjoy 
them long enough, as they are bring damaged in rainy days by 
stones and mod, pouring from the empty lots. 


Archaeology for scholar 

Al Rabadah: A portrait of early Islamic 
civilisation in Saudi Arabia 

By Dr. Sa'ad At Rashid 
Longman, London 1986, £40.00 


THAT an English public still 
remains fascinated by what it 
imagines Arab life to be was 
evidenced by the tremendous 
popularity of the "Riyadh — the 
Saudi experience” exhibition in 
London. The portrait is probably 
closer to their conception than 
the ultra-modem, hi-tech Riyadh 
of today. 

Al Rabadah flourished from 
630 until its destruction in 931. 
but its essentia] civilisation con- 
tinued on the peninsula for 
another thousand years. The 
town lay on the Darb Zubaydah, 
the pilgrim road linking the cultu- 
ral and political centres of Islam 
in Iraq to its ritual core in Arabia. 

Regrettably the book fails to 
present the portrait in a way that 
is accessible to the non-spedalist. 
Based upon a series of six excava- 
tions, it is neither an archaeolo- 
gical report — six academic 
volumes are to come — nor an 
informative coffee table book, 
though it looks like one. The 
documentary history with its 
wealth of footnotes and source 
references is for scholars alone. 
The archaeological sections have 
much fascinating information but 


suffer from some confused photo- 
graphy, odd captions and plans 
that have been reduced to the 
point of absurdity. The finds are 
attractively presented, but with 
very few indications of scale on 
the blank backgrounds it is diffi- 
cult to guess the size of the object 
in view. 

BOOK REVIEW 

What has gone wrong? The 
expense that must have gone into 
this work will be the envy of 
many, authors and archaeologists 
alike. There are nearly 300 colour 
photographs alone, all doubled, 
as this is a bilingual edition — 
printed on thick glossy paper. 
The team from ihe King Saud 
University will doubtless produce 
excellent volumes on the site for 
the archaeological record, but in 
writing for a wider audience they 
should have had some firm edito- 
rial direction from their pub- 
lishers, who have failed them in 
not identifying a public — Middle 
East International. London.

OSAKA (R) — World number one Steffi Graf of 
West Germany, fresh from her triumph at the 
Australian Open Championships, coasted to a 6-0, 
6-1 win over Argentine Gabriela Sabatini in an 
exhibition match Wednesday. 


Graf, unleashing powerful 
serves and forehand strokes, had 
no difficulty winning rhe match in 
less than 40 minutes before a 
crowd of 5,100 on an indoor 
court. 

Sabatini. ranked sixth in the 
world, held her serve in the 
fourth game of the second set to 
prevent a complete humiliation. 

In a men's exhibition match, 
Boris Becker of West Gemany, 
back after a knee injury, comfort- 
ably beat world number one Ivan 
Lendl of Czechoslovakia 6-3, 1-6, 
6 - 2 . 

The match was the West Ger- 
man's first appearance since he 
was beaten by Lendl and foiled to 
reach the semifinals of the Mas- 
ters tournament in New York last 
month. 

Becker, ranked fourth in the 
world, took one hour 28 minutes 
to defeat Lendl and said after- 
wards he was 90 per cent reco- 
vered from his ligament injury. 

Becker told reporters he had 
his sights set on another Wimble- 
don victory after his triumphs in 
1985 and 1986.

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Minister requests firms 
not to lay off employees 

(J-T.) — Industry, Trade and Supply Minister Hamdi 
Taba anas asked pnvaie enterprises, especially insurance companies, 
not to lay off staff in the event of any merger between two or more of 
these companies. 

In a memo circulated to the merged companies and carried by the 
.-Aral* 0 newspaper A1 Ra’L the minister warned against any staff 
layoff or negative administrative changes as a result of mergers taken 
by the companies. 

‘Tt has been noticed that some companies tend to Hfemkc some of 
their employees in the course of mergers,” the minister said. He 
reiterated the government's efforts to curb unemployment and 
stressed such layoffs would further aggravate the problem- in the 
Kingdom. 

The minister’s memo came in response to a request by tbe 
Banking, Insurance and Auditing Association following complaints 
over cases of repressive dismissals by some companies. 


Jordan, Egypt reportedly plan 
to set up joint floating hotel 

AMMAN (J.T.) — Jordan and Egypt reportedly have plans to build 
a floating hotel connecting south of Jordan with the southern tip of 
Sinai peninsula. 

The Arabic newspaper Sawt A1 Shaab said in a report recently that 
the two governments bad agreed to set up tbe joint venture as one of 
various similar projects to be carried out by the Jordan-Egypt Tourist 
Investments Company. 

Ilie report gave no further details other than saying shares for the 
project would be floated for public and private sectors in both 
countries. 

Jordanian officials contacted by the Jordan Times said it was 
premature to unveil data about the project terms which are still being 
discussed. 

Director General of the Jordan National Shipping lines Company 
(JNLSQ Yasser Tal said the project could be profitable especially if 
it served tbe Sinai shores. As for Aqaba, Tal said be believed current 
services furnished by hotels there were - enough unless future 
demands necessitate an expansion of the volume of hotel rooms. 

The JNLSC operates ferries on the Aqaba-Nuweibe route, a 
sea-land link operational since April 1985.

Saudi Cairo Bank reports big loss 


RIYADH (R) — Saadi Cairo 
Bank said on Wednesday it lost 
59.67 million riyais ($16 million) 
in 1986, the biggest loss reported 
by a Saudi bank since oil re- 
venues began dropping off in the 
early 198us. 

The loss came after six years of 
financial problems which promp- 
ted the central bank, the Saudi 
Arabian Monetary Agency 
(SAMA), to step in to support 
the Jeddah-based bank with a 
large volume of low-interest de- 
posits. 

Saudi Cairo, owned 40 per cent 
by Egypt’s Banque Du Caire, 
published its 1986 figures nearly 
nine months after a reporting 
deadline set by the commerce 
ministry expired. 

It confirmed it was going ahead 
with a rescue plan under which 


the state-owned Public Invest- 
ment Fund would inject 300 mil- 
lion riyais ($80 million) into the 
bank, doubling capital to 600 
million riyais ($160 million). 

This would dilute Banque Du 
Caire’s shareholding to 20 per 
cent. An earlier rescue attempt 
only a few months ago doubled 
Saudi Cairo’s capital from 150 
million riyais ($40 million). 

The bank’s troubles began in 
the early 1980s when it lost 408 
million riyais ($109 million) by 

S lating in precious metals. 

officials said later a large 
part of its loan portfolio bad gone 
sour and it declared zero pro6t 
for 1985- 

At a shareholders meeting in 
1985, tbe board said the acting 
director general, Hamad A1 
Huneidy. had resigned following 


allegations that he had approved 
irregular loans. 

A statement accompanying the 
1986 data said his replacement, 
Abdul Aziz Zaidan, resigned at 
the end of 1986. 

A total of 114.0 million riyais 
($30 million) was set aside in 1986 
to cover bad or doubtful debts, an 
increase of 25 per cent over 1985. 

Revenues after provisions fell 
38 per cent to 122.7 million riyais 
($33 million), while expenses 
dropped 7.6 per cent to 182.3 
million ($49 million). 

But the bankers estimate Saudi 
Cairo could have earned 80 to 90 
million riyais ($21 to S24 million) 
on the open market from 
SAMA's low-interest deposits of 
about one billion riyais ($267 
million) with tbe bank.

BAHRAIN (R) — Bahrain un- 
veiled its 1988 budget on Wed- 
nesday, projecting a 60 million 
dinar (S160 million) deficit to be 
bridged by borrowing on domes- 
tic markets.

Algeria pins hope on gas reserves 


ALGIERS (R) — While OPEC’s 
latest pricing pact creaks under 
market pressure, Algeria has 
stepped up its bid for a larger 
share of the world gas market 
With vast untapped natural gas 
reserves, it has vowed never 
again to be caught out by a 
collapse in oil prices Hke that of 
the mid-1980s. 

That slump saw development 
plans tom up, projects frozen or 
cancelled, and belts painfully 
tightened throughout the eco- 
nomy. 

It also triggered the so-called 
bag switch” in energy policy. To 
protect against future price fluc- 
tuations, the government under- 
took to reduce its near-total de- 
pendence on oil revenues by 
building up the gas sector. 

"Flexibility, that is the aim of 
our policy today,” Sadek Bousse- 
na, director of the ministry of 
energy told Reuters in a recent 
interview. 

He stressed Algeria’s policy 
within the Organisation of Pet- 
roleum Exporting Countries 
(OPEC) was unchanged. The 
country still supports a revenue 
rather than production policy to 


ting output. 

Meanwhile, new gas pipelines 
have been laid to enable easier 
deliveries to European clients 
and a drive for new customers has 
started. The policy appears to be 
bearing fruit. 

Latest figures show natural gas 
exports last year represented 25 
per cent of all hydro-carbon ex- 
ports, nudging ahead of crude oil 
exports with 22 per cent and the 
same level as exports of refined 
products. Condensates accounted 
for 23-25 per cent and liquefied 
petroleum gas six to eight per 
cent. 

Similar figures are expected 
this year and then natural gas 
exports could leap forward. 

Officials say deals for natural 
gas exports to Britain, Greece 
and Turkey will be signed soon. 
They will supplement long-stand- 
ing sales to traditional clients 
such as Belgium and France. 

Significantly, the contracts with 
Turkey and Cheece are long-term 
while the much-smaller British 
deal is seen as opening an impor- 
tant future market.

Gulf Arabs may help Egypt 
repay U.S. military loans 


BAHRAIN (R) — ■ Gulf Arab states may step in to 
help Egypt if President Hosni Mubarak fails to 
persuade the United States this week to write off 
some of Cairo’s military debts, bankers said 
Tuesday. 


They said several of the Gulf 
Cooperation Council (GCC) 
states, which Mubarak visited this 
month, were studying the possi- 
bility of buying part of the debt 
from Washington and reschedul- 
ing it at lower interest rates. 

Egypt owes $4.5 billion to tbe 
United States for arms bought 
after the late President Anwar 
Sadat switched allegiance from 
the Soviet camp to the West in 
the mid-1970s. 

The debt carries an average 
interest rate of 11. 8 per cent, with 
portions of it as high as 16 per 
cent. Egyptian officials argue it 
should oe cut as interest rates 
have dropped sharply in recent 
years. 

Sources close to Mubarak said 
the president, who arrived in 
Washington Tuesday as part of a 
tour of his Western allies, would 
press the Reagan administration 
to absolve Egypt of at least some 
of the debt. 

They said be would argue 



die East, could be undermined if 
debts continued to weaken its 
economy and led to social unrest. 

Mubarak visited the six GCC 
states — Bahrain, Kuwait. 
Oman, Qatar, Saudi Arabia and 
tbe United Arab Emirates — at 
the beginning of January on a 


tour marking Egypt’s new-found 
respectability in the Arab World. 

Cairo was ostracised after its 
separate peace treaty with Israel 
in 1979. But the Gulf states, 
worried by increased Iranian 
threats, joined others in restoring 
relations late last year after an 
Arab summit freed them to do so. 

While in the Gulf, Mubarak 
pledged Egypt would throw its 
foil support behind the GCC 
states in event of a direct Iranian 
attack. 

One Egyptian diplomat said 
Cairo's role in the Gulf conflict 
would be one of Mubarak’s bar- 
gaining chips in his talks with 
President Reagan. 

The bankers said the Gulf 
■Arabs were considering buying 
pan of the military debt at a 
discount through regional de- 
velopment funds. It would then 
be rescheduled at what one bank- 
er described as “a more reason- 
able rate which Cairo could 
meet.” 

Egypt has repeatedly defaulted 
on the debt and last year resche- 
duled about $800 million in 
arrears in a deal delaying pay- 
ment until June. 

Some bankers said they 
thought Egypt might even be 
unable to meet easier repayment 
terms if Gulf financial groups set 
a market-related interest rate 
near tbe eight per cent level. 


But diplomats argued that 
Cairo could always make repay- 
ments in the form of military and 
other goods which would find a 
more natural market in tbe Gulf 
than in the Western world. 

Egypt has a well-developed 
arms 'industry and plans to help to 
boost Kuwait’s air defence sys- 
tem, train Gulf Arab officers and 
hold arms exhibitions to boost 
sales.

U.S., French firms win big Saudi jobs 


BAHRAIN (R) — A U.S.-Saudi 
Arabian consortium signed a 
146.9 million riyal ($40 million) 
contract Tuesday to operate and 
maintain the kingdom’s meteoro- 
logic and environment network, 
industry sources said. 

The Meteorological and En- 
vironmental Protection Adminis- 
tration (MEPA) awarded the 
three-year contract to the U.S. 
Bechtel Corporation and the Jed- 
dah-based Saudi Services and 
_ Company. 

Saudi Press Agency (SPA) 
said the contract included the 
provision of equipment, systems 


and stations for MEPA, concen- 
trating on controlling marine 
pollution and monitoring any 
changes in the kingdom's marine 
environment. 

SPA said the consortium would 
train 36 people to monitor air, 
water ana noise pollution and the 
disposal of hazardous waste. The 
agency said h was the largest 
contraa of its type to be signed in 
the Arab World. 

The French building group 
Spie Batignolles has won a con- 
traa to build a petrochemical 


plant in Yanbu industrial city on 
Saudi Arabia’s west coast, indus- 
try sources said Tuesday. 

They said construction could 
spin off dozens of other smaller 
plants in Yanbu using its output 
to manufacture paints, cleaning 
materials, insecticides and other 
products. 

The turnkey contraa, awarded 
Monday by Jeddah-based Safra 
Ltd, is worth approximately $35 
million. 

Construction will last around 
20 months.

SEOUL (AP) — South Korea is close to establishing direa trade ties 
with East Germany and may give loans to some East European 
nations, according to news reports Wednesday. 

KBS, the state-run broadcasting network, quoted unidentified 
government officials as saying South Korea and East Germany were 
near agreement on opening trade offices in each others’ capitals.

The government said Tuesday that Hungary had become the first 
communist nation to agree to open a trade office in South Korea. 
South Korea opened a trade office in Budapest last month. 

South Korea, which is staunchly anti-communist and has no 
diplomatic relations with communist countries, has been seeking 
direa trade and economic links with the Eastern Bloc to develop new 
markets for its growing economy and build political influence.

Premier Jacques Chirac, whose 
neo-Gaullist Rally for the Repub- 
lic Party (RPR) governs with 
UDF. declared himself a candi- 


date on Jan. 16. 

The UDF, a centrist alliance, 
“has confidence in Raymond 
Barre to assume the highest of 
responsibilities,” it said in a state- 
ment. “He has proven his qual- 
ities as a man of state.” 

The unanimous decision for- 
malised the split in the governing 
majority behind two presidential 
candidates. About half of Chir- 
ac's cabinet ministers are ex- 
pected to support Barre. 

However, there have been no 
serious squabbles within the 
coalition, and the UDF statement 
stressed that, while mobilising 
behind Barre, it intended to 
“ maintain m afl circumstances the 
spirit of onion of the majority.” 


SAN JOSE (R) — Nicaraguan 
contra rebels and officials of die 
Sandinista government open their 
firet direct ceasefire talks Thurs- 
day with each side hoping to 
influence a key vote in the U.S. 
Congress on fresh aid to the 
rebels. 

While both sides say they are 
eager for an immediate end to the 
fighting, diplomats say prospects 
for an early truce in the six-year- 
old war axe bleak. 

Hie Sandinistas say they will 
only discuss democracy with the 
rebels once the contras lay down 
their arms and join the peaceful 
opposition. 

The contras insist on wide 
democratic reforms before 
agreeing to a ceasefire. 

“The talks seem at an impasse 
before they even begin,” a Euro- 
pean diplomat said. “If the nego- 
tiations foil to get anywhere, each 
side is likely to portray the other 
as being uninterested in peace.” 

Both sides hope to influence 
Washington, where Congress is 
due to vote on Feb. 3 and 4 on a 
new S3 6-million aid package 
proposed by President Reagan. 

Rebel leaders are in Washing- 
ton to lobby for the aid. 

“The batde for the freedom of 
Nicaragua is moving to Washing- 
ton from the mountains of Nicar- 
agua,” said one of the six rebel 
leaders, Pedro Joaquin Cha- 
morro. 

He spoke over the weekend in 


before leaving for the United 
States. 

Rebel leaders charge that re- 
cent Sandinista moves to comply 
with a Central American peace 
plan are cosmetic and aimed sole- 
ly at cutting off U.S. aid to the 
rebels. 

They say U.S.-backed military 
pressure forces the Sandinistas to 
m ake concessions they would not 
make otherwise.

U.S. criticises Salvadorean 
court for releasing rebels 


WASHINGTON (R)— The Un- 
ited States has criticised a Sal- 
vadorean court ruling to release 
three suspected rebels jailed for a 
1985 attack on a cafe in which 
four off-duty U.S. Marines and 
nine others were killed. 

In a statement, the State De- 
partment called the decision “sur- 
prising and extremely dis- 
appointing.” 

it said the United States had 
consulted closely with the Sal- 
vadorean government “and had 
strong reason to believe these 
suspects would not be released.” 

The military court ruled unani- 
mously Tuesday that the attack 
was politically motivated and said 
the suspected rebels should be 


freed under an amnesty called for 
in a Central American peace 
accord. 

“We believe the decision to 
grant amnesty to them was 
wrong,” the department said, add- 
ing that “we are pursuing every 
possible avenue in order to en- 
sure these killers don’t escape 
justice." 

According to U.S. law, 10 per 
cent in U.S. economic support 
funds may not be obligated to El 
Salvador if die killers are freed. 
That amounts to $18.5 million. 

In San Salvador, a U.S. embas- 
sy spokesman said American offi- 
cials were studying ways to 
appeal the decision. 


MONCLOVA, Mexico (R) —

Experts seek to integrate AIDS victims in society 


LONDON (R) — Countries 
which isolate or restrict victims of 
AIDS are impeding efforts to 
curb its spread, according to 
health experts at the first global 
conference on the deadly disease. 

Leading speakers on the first 
day of the conference said gov- 
ernments must avoid discriminat- 
ing against AIDS victims if 
education policies were to suc- 
ceed. 

Health ministers from up to 
150 countries as well as AIDS 
experts and educators are attend- 
ing the conference, the largest of 
its kind. 

“A national programme will 
have a great deal of difficulty in 
educating and informing and 
achieving a behaviour change if 
people who are HIV infected... 
are isolated or excluded or discri- 


minated against,” said Dr. 
Jonathan Mann, the top AIDS 
specialist of the World Health 
Orgmisation (WHO). 

The organisation is coordinat- 
ing the three-day London confer- 
ence that began Tuesday. 

“if you imagine putting people 
who are infected aside in some 
kind of a separate place... doesn’t 
that reflect a lack of confidence in 
the people who are infected, 
saying that even with counselling 
and support you are still not 
confident that they will not indis- 
criminately infect others?” Mann 
asked. 

“Doesn’t that reflect a lack of 
confidence in the education of the 
general public?” he told a news 
conference. 

Mann said the WHO was en- 
couraged that although virtually 


every country in the world in the 
past year had considered impos- 
ing restrictions against travellers 
infected with AIDS, only a hand- 
ful had done so. 

“We are concerned about that 
issue because we think that bor- 
der patrols... will enhance the 
sense of tension between coun- 
tries. It will enhance the press- 
ures, the stigmatising, marginalis- 
ing and the discriminating kinds 
of pressures,” Mann said. 

He said stigmatisation of vic- 
tims with AIDS — acquired im- 
mune deficiency synorome — 
seemed to be declining but tire 
right sort of leadership was essen- 
tial to ensure it continued to do 
so. 

“The kind of leadership that 
was shown by the Pope on his 
visit to the United States when he 


embraced a child, a haemophiliac 
who was infected,” Mann said. 

In the West, AIDS — transmit- 
ted mainly through sex, sharing 
infected needles, blood transfu- 
sions and from pregnant women 
to their babies — has so for strode 
mostly homosexual and bisexual 
men and intravenous drug users. 

But the WHO estimates it will 
infect some one million men and 
women by 1991, with half of the 
cases transmitted heterosexually. 

Health experts stressed that 
only radical changes in behaviour 
would halt its spread. 

Evidence emerged at the con- 
ference that certain high risk 
poops, mainly homosexual men, 
had already lowered their risk of 
infection by modifying their sex- 
ual behaviour.

Bancaiari 
said Monday that foe baby, fed through a tube but needs no other 
fife-support equipment, could five several months. The child is a 
rare variation or a Siamese Twin, a condition which occurs once 
per 100,000 births when the process of division which normally 
results in identical twins falls short of completion. The boy has 
one face on each side of his head: One facehtay cry while the 
other deeps, suggesting foe possibility of two sets of underde- 
veloped brains, doctors said. X-rays showed the baby had little 
brain tissue and no brain stem, said Dr. Charles Bauer.

Industry sources familiar with foe research said it 
built on a 1980 study that found that taking Aspirin regularly after 
a first heart attack reduced the odds of subsequent heart attacks 
b ecau se it had a thinning effect on blood. ‘‘There was a reduced . 
mortality,” said a delighted industry official who declined to be 
named. “The results should be rather accurate and very reliable 
because there was a high level of participation by doctors and very 
few dropped out.” The Latest study was designed to determine 
whether Aspirin also bad a prophylactic effect against first heart 
attacks, enha ncing the life expectancy of those who took Aspirin 
on a regular basis before suffering from an attack. The test used 
over 20,000 doctors, mostly middle-aged, as subjects in a so- called 
double-blinded study, half took Aspirin, half took a Placebo or 
sugar pill. The sources said foe stuoy which will appear later this 
week in foe New England Journal of Medicine would be 
conclusive because it included such a large number of doctors and 
because their drop-out rate was very low over foe four-year span
